Revised Rules relating to Furlonghs and Leave of 
Absence for Judges of the High Court. 

1. A Funiovan for the period of one year, 
with an allowance of 1,000, payable by quarterly 
payment, shall be allowed to the Chief Justice and 
to each Puisne Judge of the High Court, after 
oven years’ actual service as Chief Justice, or 
Chief Justice and Judge, or Judge, of the said Court. 

2. The Purlough granted under these Rules to 
a Judge selected from the Covenanted Civil Ser- 
vice shall be exelusive of the Furlough to which 
such Jude is entitled urder the Rules applicable 
to Farloughs allowed to Members of such Service. 

3. Ia Judge of the High Court, selected from 
the Covenanted Civil Service, who has not taken 
his Furlough under the Rules applicable to his 
branch of the Service, before his appointment to 
the High Court, shall take such Furlough within 
one year after the expiration of his Furlough under 
these Rules, the Farlonzh taken by him as Judge 
of the High Court shall be reckoned as so much 
time of his Furlough under the Rules applicable 
to the Covenanted Service, and the amount drawn 
by him shall be adjusted, with reference to such 
Rules, by deductions from the allowances payable 
to him as a Civil Servant on Furlough, 

4, A Chief Justice, or Pnisne Judge, during 
his absence on Furlongh, shall retuin his office. 
but such Furlongh shall not be reckoned as actual 
service in caleulating the period of service enti- 
tlin the Chief Justice, or Puisne Judge, to a 
pens'on, 

5. Leave may be granted hy the Governor 
General in Council to the Chicf Justice, or any

My Lorn,—Tur Secretary of State for War 
having enquired whether, wm the Estimates for 
1863-64, provision should be made for the Medical 
Officers of the 12 new Line Regiments lately 
formed in India, I have replied that the number of 
| Officers now borne on the Indian Establishment is 
sufficient to supply the number required for the 
whole of the Regiments in question, and that what- 
ever may be the arrangement determined upon in 
connection with the amalgamation of the Medical 
Service, a subject now under consideration, I am 
of opinion that so long as there are Medical 
Officers of the Indian Service available for the 
number of Brigades and Regiments lately trans- 
ferred to the British Service, they should be em- 
ployed to that extent with Brigades of Artillery 
aud Regiments of Cavalry and Infantry serving 
in that country. 

2. The Seeretary of State for War has expressed 
his coneurrence in this arrangement, on the un- 
derstanding that the full complement of Medical 
Officers will be attached to these Brigades and 
Regiments as soon as they are complete in their 
Establishment of men,

My Lonp,—Your letter No. 414, dated 8rd 

November 1862, in which you bring to notice ques- 
tious which have arisen with regard to the Fur. 
lJough Rules of “1854, so far as they relate to the 
right of Officers to retain their Stuff appointments 
during absence in Europe, in certain. cases, has 
{ been under my consideration in Council. 
2. It appears to me that the interpretation put 
| by your Government on the portion of the Furlough 
Rules referred to is proper; and that it should 
accordingly: be laid down as a rule fur the guidance 
of the respective Governments. ' 

‘Vat an Officer must have served ten years in 
India to entitle him to return to this country 
on private affairs for six months, retaining his 
appointment and drawing Furlough pay. 

‘That an Officer who has taken the Furlough to 
Europe for two years, after ten years’ service, must 
shew a service in India from ‘late of return of 
ten years, to entitle him to return to Europe on 


private affairs for six months, retaining his 
Aeneid drawing Furloagh pay.

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That an Officer having taken shorter leaves of 
absence as a Staff Officer (six months on private 
affairs, fifteen or twenty months on sick certifi- 
cate) with retention of appointment may take a 
second leave of absence, retaining his appgintment 
on sick certificate after he has been three yeurs, 
or on private affairs, after he has been six years 
in the discharge of the duties of his appointment, 
from the date of last return to it. 

8. I amof opinion, however, that this decision 
should not be allowed to interfere with the prac- 
tice which has been followed under the Regula. | 
tions of 1854, and those in force previously, for 
permitting Officers in certain cases of emergency 
to return to this ‘country on private affairs for | 
short periods without pay, and that a Staff Corps | 
Officer permitted to retarn t6 Europe under such 
circumstances should be allowed to hold his ap- | 
pointment for a period not exceeding six months. | 
In fact, this has already been authorized in 
Question and Answer No. 121, which states that 
the Government may grant leave of absence tor 
six months on urgent private affairs without pay 
and allowance to a Staff Corps Officer, with 
retention of appointment, on being satistied of tho 
urgency of the case. 

4. Lar of opinion also that Staff Officers not 
Members of the Staff Corps should bé allowed a 
similar indulgence under like circumstances,
